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' ‘PRYING TO SAVE HIS NECK. 

Two meetings of the Cabinet were 
held yesterday to consider the peti- 
tions filed for a respite of sentence in 
Guiteau's case until after an examina- 
tion of the prisoner's sanity. The At- 
iorney-General says no decision was 
reached by the Cabinet, but that all 
the papers were in bis hands and 
he would render a final decision 
positively at another Cabinet. meeting 
to-day... What the personal opinion of 
the Attorney-General is as regards the 
respite is he would not say, but the 
impression is very strong that after a 
decorous delay of three days the pe- 
titioners will be informed that the ex- 
ecution must take place on the day 
fixed by the Court. 

It seems a trifle strange that medi- 
ol gentlemen who are now so pro- 
foundly convinced of Guiteau’s insanity 
did not take steps.to secure authority 
to make a scientific examination of the 
assassin before the week fixed for his 
execution arrived. Many of the doc- 
tors who figure on the petition asking 
for a stay of execution of sentence, 
testified for the defense during the 
trial. After months spent in patient 
listening to testimony bearing on the 
question of the prisoner’s mental oon- 
dition, the jury decided that when he 
fired the fatal shot he knew he was 
doing an act contrary to law, and if 
his mind was weak or unbalanced it 
was not to a degree that made him in- 
sane and irresponsible. 

The medical cranks attempted to 
make an argument before the Attorney- 
General, but were directed to submit 
in writing their reasons for asking a 
respite for the assassin. Charley Reed, 
Guiteau's counsel, saw the President 
yesterday, and urged that the assassin 
be respited until November next, when 
he ceuld ask a full berch of the Su- 
preme Court to grant a writ of habeas 
corpus. Two of the Justices have al- 
ready denied Reed's application on 
well defined principles of criminal 
jurisprudence, but he is fighting 
gamely and fearlessly to the end. 

As the Gazette goes to press it is 
learned by dispatch from Washington 
that the Cabinet has decided not to 
interfere with the sentence of Guiteau, 
and the Attorney-General this mora- 
ing instructed the Marshal of the Dis- 
trict and Warden of the jail to keep 

the prisoner in strict confinement and 
allow no one to see him except his 
spiritual advisers, his physician and 
Officers of the jail.

EDITORIAL NOTES. 

There is an impression among a 
_certain large class of public men, the 
world over, that diplomacy is a field 
to which the maxim that “ Honesty is 
the best policy ’’ does not apply.

~The Cabinet Declines to Interfere. 
New York, June 24.

Adaubtful-that the President's reply to 


the petition for a respite of Guiteau’s 
sentence will be unfavorable, though 
the opinion in Washington appears to 
be about equally divided on the sub- 
ject. We believe that the opinion of 
the Attorney-General, by which the 


President and Cabinet have been 
guided, shows the accuracy of our cor- 
respondent’s information. This is to 
the effect that the prayer ol the so- 
called experts“ will be denied; that 
there will be no further i inquiry into 
the sanity of Guiteau, and that the 
legal penalty of the crime will be 
enacted on the 30th of June.
